Adding £21,- 
078 for rents and other miscellaneous re- 
ceipts and £208.991 brought forward, gives 
a total of £2,262,630; from this dividends 
vere paid amounting to £1,579,582, leav- 
ng a balance of £683,048 at the close of the 
year. The three “life governors,’” Alfred 
Beit, Cecil J. Rhodes and F. S. P. Philip- 
son-Stow, received compensation amount- 
ing to £120,365, which was charged off 
against the balance from the preceding year.

The increase in costs in 1897 was due 
chiefly to heavier expenditures for devel- 
opment work and repairs. At the DeBeers 
mine 32,754 ft. of tunnels and passes were

driven and 41,589 ft. timbered. One 
shaft was sunk 163 ft. to 1,396 ft. depth; 
the other was sunk 71 ft., and was en- 


larged for 408 ft. of its total depth of 919 
ft. The extraction in this mine was all 
from the 740 ft. level and below. Mud- 
rushes were frequent during the year; on 
this point manager Gardner F. Williams 
says: “I feel confident that in time we will 
be able to overcome them, and to this end 
the following work is being carried out: 
We are driving a tunnel around the mine 
at the hard rock level, about 380 feet from 





the surface, in order to take up the water 
which flows into the open mine below the 
shale. Tunnels are being driven on the 
1,000 feet level on the south and east sides 
of the mine, which will be continued until 
they meet. We now propose to get a dia- 
mond drill and make holes between levels, 
with the view of tapping the water. Ev- 
erything is being and will be done to 
bring about the same condition of things 
in De Beers as in Kimberley mine. The 
problems are not the same, however, for in 
Kimberley mine the debris had followed 
down as the blue ground was extracted, 
and had left the hard rock (melaphyre) 
exposed to view, and we could see where 
the streams of water flowed into the open 
mine, but in De Beers no hard rock has yet 
been exposed, and we have to grope in the 
dark, as it were, to find out where the water 
enters the open or worked out portions of 
the mine.” 

At Kimberley 18,619 ft. tunnels and 
passes were driven and 11,099 ft. timbered. 
The main rock shaft was sunk 94 ft. and 
the main tunnel from the rock shaft driven 
282 ft. The shaft is now 1,679 ft. deep and 
is to be continued to 1,840 ft. All the blue 
ground in this mine was taken from be- 
low the 1,000 ft. level. At both mines many 
improvements have been made in ma- 
chinery. At De Beers rock shaft the 
hoisting machinery was changed to hoist 
from the 1,200 ft. level. The best work 
done at this mine in one day from the 1,000 
it. level was 8,614 loads (6,891 tons) in 24 
hours. The best work from the 1,200 ft. 
level was 8,702 loads (6,960 tons). At the 
Kimberley mine the flat ropes used did 
not work satisfactorily, and the Whiting 
system, first used by S. B. Whiting at the 
Calumet and Hecla mine, Montana, has 
been adopted. The best work done has 
been 500 loads (400 tons) in an hour. 

Preparations for working the Premier 
mine to a depth of 123 ft. in the opening 
have been made. In all 271,777 loads of 
blue ground have been taken from this 
mine, but not worked. 

The company employed at the close of 
the year a total of 4,312 persons under- 
ground and 4,757 above ground. Of these 
1,729 were whites and 7,340 blacks. 

The concentrating mill at De Beers has 
run very successfully during the year. A 
new plant of washers and rolls is under 
erection for the Premier mine. While ex- 
perimenting to find some mechanical means 
for separating diamonds from the heavy 
deposits, Messrs. Kirsten and Latram, em- 
ployes of the company, discovered that a 
shaking table with a _ rapid side motion, 
when covered with grease of a certain con- 
sistency, holds the diamonds, while all the 
other minerals of which the deposit is 
composed flow over the grease to the end 
of the table. So far experiments have been 
made on a small machine only, but the re- 
sults are so favorable that a number of 
large machines are being constructed with a 
view of doing all the sorting mechanically. 
Interesting Information On ‘‘Jade and 

Similar Green Stones.’’ 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 10.—Dr. Amos 
P. Brown was the speaker yesterday in the 
course of free public lectures being given 
Wednesday afternoons in the American 





Hall of the University of Pennsylvania 





Museums. was “Jade and 
Similar Green and Dr. Brown 
treated them from the view of a mineral- 
ogist, separating the stones into three spe- 
cies—nephrite, jadeite and sussurite. He 
said there are other minerals grouped as 
jade, but they are not properly such, 
many of them being varieties of serpentine 
The chief characteristic of jade is that it 
is harder than steel, which quality adapts 
it for use for cutting instruments. 

Speaking of its distribution, Prof. Brown 
said true jade is found in Thibet, Upper 
Burmah, Eastern Siberia, Alaska and New 
Zealand. Jade implements have been ob- 
tained in Mexico and Central America, 
and from several of tle West Indies, and 
all over Asia, from which last place they 
were brought into Europe. The mineral 
was regarded as possessing medicinal at- 
tributes which would cure certain diseases 
if worn around the neck. The idea prob- 
ably came from the Indians of Central 
America. At present jade principally 
abounds in China and Southern Asia, and 
is used in the form of jewelry.

Assistant Secretary Howell Writes as to 
the Duty on Personal Effects. 


WasuHIncToN, D. C., Feb. 10.—The fol- 
lowing letter, under date of Feb. 4, from 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury How- 
ell to the Collector at Plattsburg is of 
interest to the trade, as it defines the limits 
of the $100 personal effects clause: 

The Department is in receipt of your letter of 
the 26th ult., transmitting and reporting upon the 
application of Mr. Henry Dalley, Jr., for refund 
of duties, amounting to $17.15, collected at Rouse 
Point, in your district, on a fur muff and boa, 
the property of Miss Dalley, which articles were 
purchased in, and brought by her from Canada 
as part of her baggage on the 16th of September 
last. 

You state that your officers assessed duty on the 
articles because they were not suited to the 
weather, which was warm on the day of the arrival 
of the owner, and Mr. Dalley claims free entry 
notwithstanding this fact, on the ground that para- 
graph 607 of the act of July 24, 1897, provides for 
the free entry of articles to the amount of $100 
or under purchased abroad by residents of the 
United States. 

In regard thereto I have to state that, although 
said paragraph provides for the free entry of ar- 
ticles purchased abroad by residents of the United 
States, and is without limitation as to the suit- 
ability of the articles for the season in which im- 
ported, or the length of time the articles may 
have been in the possession of the owner, the De- 
partment holds that the restrictions applying to 
personal effects in the possession of passengers ar- 
riving from foreign countries applies equally to 
the “articles” purchased abroad, viz.: (1) that they 
must be articles of personal adornment, toilet 
articles and similar personal effects (synopsis 
18454); (2) if consisting of articles of personal ap- 
parel, they must be suitable for the season of 
the year in which purchased; (3) they must be 
suitable for the use of the person bringing them 
(synopsis 18488) and (4) that persons crossing into 
foreign territory to buy wearing apparel must pay 
duty thereon upon bringing the same into the 
United States (synopses 7827, 11257, 11726). 

You will be governed accordingly, and the ac- 
tion of your officers in assessing duty as afore- 
said is hereby confirmed.

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Important Decision Having Reference to 
instalment Sales. 

New Haven, Conn., Feb. 17.—An inter- 
esting decision was handed down by 
Judge Torrance this week, having refer- 
ence to conditional sales, or sales “upon 
the instalment plan.” The case was that 
of the National Cash Register Co. against 
the insolvent estate of one Raich, of Hart- 
ford Raich had bought a cash register 
upon the instalment plan, and though at 
the time of his failure he had not com- 
pleted his payment, the receiver took the 
register to pay the creditors with. It was 
subsequently replevied by the register 
company, and has been in the courts ever 
since. Judge Torrance says: 

“An unrecorded conditional contract of sale of 
personal property in the vendee’s possession will 
be considered an absolute sale as to the trustee 


of the vendee in insolvency, and the fact that 
e had notice of the lien prior to his appointment 
vill not impute notice to the creditors whom he 
ilso represents.”

Legislation Against the Trading Stamp 
Evil in New Jersey. 

TRENTON, N., J., Feb. 16.—In the Senate 
on Feb. 8 Senator Francis, of Monmouth 
County, introduced a bill against trading 
stamps which was referred to the Commit- 
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tee on Judiciary, where it now is. It is 
rumored that in a few days another bill 
on the subject will be introduced by Mr. 
Weller, of Mercer County, aiming alone 
at trading stamp companies, it being held 
that the Francis bill is too sweeping, as it 
affects 60 companies, etc. The bill fol- 
lows:

Price says if 
he talked to Montague and Webb as they 
say, he was drunk and knew nothing about 
it. He admitted that he was rarely ever 
sober and says he cast the nickel to fix an 
accordeon stop. Price seems to be a con- 
sumptive, and his case excites considerable 
sympathy.

The Montreal customs’ authorities have 
been working most assiduously on the Sy- 
rian smuggling case since a week ago, and 
on Thursday last six new packages were 
brought to light containing all descriptions 
of jewelry and fancy ware. It is reported 
to be the most extensive smuggling case 
which has been brought to light in Mon- 
treal. The amount of smuggled goods 
seized is worth upwards of $15,000.
